Applicants' representatives submit this statement of the substance of the personal 
interview held December 5, 2007, among Examiner Leah H. Schlientz and Applicants' 
representatives Scott A. M. Chambers and Lacy L. Kolo. Applicants' representatives requested 
the interview to discuss the Office Actions issued in the present application as well as related 
application no. 10/492,129. Applicants thank Examiner Schlientz for the substantive discussion 
of the applications. 

Applicants' representatives addressed the rejections under 35 USC § 1 12, first paragraph 
and the Examiner's assertion that the claims failed to meet the written description requirement. 
Applicants' representatives agreed that objectionable language will be clarified or removed from 
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the claims. Applicants' representatives will also amend the claims to obviate the double 
patenting issues. 

Applicants representatives also addressed the Ishibashi reference used to reject the claims 
under 35 U.S.C. § 102. Applicants representatives noted the instant claims are to a release 
without a latency period when the pH changes from pH 1 .4 to pH 6.8, which contrasts the 
disclosure of the Ishibashi reference. The Examiner agreed to reconsider the rejection when the 
response to the Office Action is filed.
